Dick 
Holmes, colored, a Rough Rider, was 
knocked down, and David Heaton, also a 
Rough Rider, was struck on the head with 
a stick, but hot badly injured. As the train 
pulled out of Victor Holley, the ex-soldier, 
rode past. 

“What is your name, my man?’ called 
the Governor, waving his hat. Holley, 
Sir,“ the man answered; Thirty-second 
Michigan.“ You are a fine fellow, sir,” 
the Governor said, “and you acted nobly, 

During the riot there was not an officer 
of the law in sight and a remarkable feature 
of it was that there was not a single gun 
play.

Defiance of Reformed Democrat.

There was no trouble at Cripple Creek, 
however, and no disorder, beyond yells and 
hoots as Roosevelt rode up the street. He 
made three speeches, and all of them were 
well attended. 

The more of this they give me the better 
I like it,“ said Roosevelt after the riot at 
Victor. “It was bully, sir, bully.”

Found Dead by Police in Room at 1335 
Wabash Avenue, Soon After Quarrel 
with Her Spouse—Joseph O'Neill 

' Claims Woman Killed Herself—Tells

It 18 
claimed by one of the neighbors that O'Neill 
had threatened his wife with a revolver 
earlier in the evening. 4 
O'Neill's story of his wife's death is that 
when she returned home at 11 o’clock she 
expressed her intention of going out again; 
he objected, and a violent quarrel ensued, 
lasting for some time.

er mind. Later, he says, she secured his 
revolver and fired the shot which caused 
her own death. ‘ 
O'Neill notified Patrolmen Cummings and 
Quigley of his wife's death about 4 o'clock, 
accosting them in Wabash avenue. The 
woman's body was found partly dressed, and 
a revolver was found beside her with four 
chambers empty. 
The inquest, which was to have been held 
yesterday afternoon, was continued until 
Oct. 4, at the request of Inspector Hartnett. 
O'Neill is said to have told the police that 
while he admitted the ownership of the re- 
volver from which the shot was fired he had 
not had the weapon in his possession since 
July 4. This is in conflict with the story told 
to the police by Mrs. Myrtle Rosenberg, 1338

Street Railway Bill Will Contain 


| 
Contractors to whom Mayor Harrison or- 
dered work to de given in the letter for 
which ho has assumed the responsibility told 
the Vivil Service commission. yesterday in 
the trial of the Board of Local Lmprove- 
ments what their qualifications were for do- 
ing city work. At the conclusion of this evi- 
dence the prosecution reached the end of its 
cases under the new law, and continuance 
of the trial depends upon a decision which 
the commission will give today. Mayor Har- 
rison has stated his opinion that it should 
be restricted to the acts which have been 
examined. 
The testimony of contractors was obscured 
by forgetfulness. They testified as follows: 
DENNIS CLEARY—Had executed city contracts 
for seventeen years and did not remember to have 
any other than city work; was not able 
to write his contracts and knew nothing about 
them. 
JOHN J. SULLIVAN-—Sewer pipe inspector; 
had engaged in city contracting while he was in 
the empleyment of the sidewalk department. 


J. J. MAHONEY, an attorney—Had furnished 
money for contracts made in his name by E. J. 


JOHN O’BRIEN—Had never had a contract 


until the city gave him house drain work; had 
been a general contractor without contracts 
before 


that. 
M. P. BYRNE was the only contractor who testt- 
fied to a general business in adition to City Hall 
work. 


At the conclusion of the testimony Attor- 
ney Fisher and Superintendent May argued 
upon the admission of evidence under the 
old law. The Commissioners announced 
that they would reach a decision today. 

Aldermen who have heard the testimony 
are of the opinion that the sidewalk depart- 
ment of the city should be abolished and its 
duties incorporated in the Street depart- 
ment. 


To Make Annual Statements. 


The street railway bill which will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature this year by the: 
City Council Street Railway commission will 
contain a provision requiring all companies 
in the State to make annual accounts of their 
finances to the State Auditor. It wasdecided 
yesterday at the meeting of the commission 
to insert this requirement in the measure to 
secure publicity for the affairs of the street 
car companies. 

It also will be provided that the City Con- 
troller shall have power to investigate the 
accounts of the companies to satisfy him- 
self that the reports given by them have 
been accurate. In addition to determining 
upon this provision to secure publicity, the 
commission considered requirements to pre- 
vent watering of stock. It was practically 
decided to report favorably upon the adop- 
tion of the Massachusetts plan of requiring 
all stock and bond issues to be approved by 
some designated public authority. There was 
no decision upen the authority. It was sug- 
gested that it be vested in the State Rail- 
road commission, the State Auditor, or some 
specially constituted body. 

To secure the maintenance of first-class 
service’ by the traction companies it was 
thought that a local rather than a State 
body should be given authority. The bill 
will provide in this respect that some local 
supervising body be appointed to see that the 

lants and equipment of the companies are 
— in the best condition during the terms 
of their franchises. 


Will Provide Crossing Watchmen. 

The Lake Street Elevated railroad com- 
pany has agreed to the demands of the city 
and will place watchmen at street intersec- 
tions in Austin where the tracks are on the 
surface. With the compliance of the rail- 
road company the suits for damages which 
the city had filed will be withdrawn. The 
intersections at which flagmen will be placed 
are:

“The w fabric of that silly yarn was 
formed out of the following incident: As 
soon as I arrived at Vancouver I was ap- 
proached by a correspondent who asked me 
about the Spanish warships which I had 
been repairing at Hong Kong. Among other 
things I said that the interior of all the 
sunken ships was badly warped, that the 
‘metal was rusted, and that altogether the 
vessels were in a sorry condition. 

Did Dewey do that? I was asked. I 
replied that seven months’ submersion and 
not Admiral Dewey was responsible for 
what I had described. I then explained that 
the Spaniards had sunk their vessels by 
opening the seacocks. I also explained that 
it was a shell fire of Dewey's fleet that made 
them do this. 

“I feel that a great injustice has been 
done me. I never had theslightest intention 
of belittling Admiral Dewey's victory. It 
cannot be belittled, and I who have been 
upon the ground and who have spent months 
in repairing the wrecks that Admiral Dewey 
left can appreciate fully what a grand 
tory it was. | 

I never knew there was any question but 
that the Spaniards scuttled r own vVes- 
sels. But we all know why they did so. 
They would not have opened the seacocks 
unless they had to. The warships had plen- 
ty of holes in them. For instance, the Don. 
Juan de Austria had thirty shell injuries, 
which, I think, argues good shooting, and the 
Isla de Cuba, the Isla de Luson, and the 
rest gave undoubtable evidence of good 
marksmanship, As regards my statement 
that Admiral Dewey did not sink the Span- 
ish squadron, anyone who knows anything 
about a modern warship well knows that it 
cannot be sunk in a smooth sea by a direct 
fire. You may riddle a warship and set it 
on fire, and yet it will float, because below the 
water line it remains intact. 

Admiral Sampson's squadron did not sink 
Cervera’s squadron. We all know that, but 
no one thinks of discrediting the victory. 

In short, I regard the battles of Santiago 
and Manila as two of the grandest and most 
decisive victories that were ever won.“

“YN SMITH TRIAL. 
Indiana Elepator Manager's | 


Case Will Go to Jury 
This Morning. 


Declares Proper Action Against 
His Client Would Be a 
Civil Suit. 


ATTORNEYS BECOME BITTER. 


The closing of Assistant State's 
Attorney McEwen and Attorneys Custer 
and Wing were made in the trial of Lloyd J. 
Smith yesterday, and the presentation of the 
‘ease to the jury will conclude this morning 
‘with the final argument of Assistant State's 
Attorney Barnes. The speeches of the at- 
torneys were marked with, sharp and, at 
times, bitter personalities, from which none 
of them escaped, Attorney Wing even mak- 
ing reflections upon the court. The case, he 
said, had been begun improperly, and had 


deen conducted in an infamous manner. 
‘The court did not discipline Attorney Wing, 


although vigorous objection was made by 
the State’s attorneys to his remarks. 
Both Assistant State’s Attorney McEwen 
and Attorney Wing devoted but a small por- 
tion of their time to discussing the evidence 
of the witnesses. Mr. McEwen paid most of 
his attention to the different arguments of 
— that had been raised by Attorney 
Wing during the trial, and stated that not 
one was worth a moment's consideration by 
the jury. 
; Contentions of the Defense. 

Thé points of contention made by Attor- 
ney Wing were as follows: 

That Lioyd J. Smith was not a warehouse- 
man, but merely the manager of the com- 
pany, and as such not amenable under the 
N any more than would be an ordinary 
cler 

That the statute had been a dead letter 
for twenty-nine years. 

That in any event the defendant never 
knew of the shipment made, as 9 on 
Jan. 16, and did not know the warehouse 
receipts held for it by A. O. Slaughter & 
Co. ned not been cancelled. 

‘That, admitting every other allegation 
that had been made, the transaction was not 
a warehouse transaction, the Indiana ele- 
vator having long since been declared irreg- 


The proper action to be taken against the 
‘defendant, said Attorney Wing, would be 
in the form of a civil suit. 


Arguments of the State. 
; For the State, Assistant State's Attorney 
McEwen contended as follows: 

That Smith was a warehouseman in the 
statutory sense, as he was the Western man- 
‘ager of the entire business of the Chicago 
13 company. If Mr. Smith were not 
amenable for the wrongful acta he himself 
committed, said Mr. McEwen, the Eastern 
directors of the company were centainly not 
responsible, as claimed by the defense. 

That a statute by reason of its nbn-enforce- 
ment did not become a dead letter. The 
bankers’ embezzlement~act, said Mr. Me- 
Ewen, did not come into use in the criminal 
courts until 1898. 

That the shipment alleged was known to 
Mr. Smith, as he himself acknowl! hav- 
ing sold the grain on the Board of Trade te 
a representative of I. M. Parr & Co. of Balti- 
more. Being sold to Baltimore parties, said 
Mr. McEwen, Mr. Smith must certainly have 
expected its shipment to the Bast.

ers of 4,500 dangerous elevators, says In- 
spectot Magoon. Under the ordinance own- 
ers of buildings in which there are elevators 
not equipped with safety applfances were 
given six months, or until Oct: 1, in which to, 
comply with its provisions. After that date 
2 will be commenced against all vio- 
ators. 

There are over 5,000 elevators in Chicago, 
and, on the authority of Mr. Magoon, not to 
exceed 500 are properly equipped with mod- 
ern appliances for the prevention of acci- 
dents. The other 4,500 are considered noth- 
ing more than death traps. Notices have 
been served on over 800 property-owners to 


comply with the law, but few have taken 


any steps in the matter. 

Publicity will be our most Le pen 
weapon in enforcing the ordinances,” said 
Commissioner McAndrews. “After the 
proper inspection is made and the owner con- 


tinues to disobey the law after Oct. 1 the 


facts as shown by the records will be made 
public and the tenants and people who fre- 


quent such buildings can be placed on their : 
* We ha ve a force of ten inepectors who do 


nothing but elevators. After the 
first of next month they will be instructed to 
report all who have failed to attach safety 
devices, and as soon as the papers can be 
prepared suit will be commenced to compel 
the observance of the law.“ 

City Inspector Magoon has direct charge 
of the inspection of elevators. When asked 
for the list of those who so far had failed to 
comply with the ordinance he replied that 
the list would not be made public at present 
for the reason that the agents for the various 
safety devices would annoy the property- 
owners. And, besides,“ continued Mr. Ma- 
goon, there are some elevators which are 
so old that safety devices could not be at- 


tached to them.“ 
Asked ff such elevators should not be shut 


down he replied that they should. 

There is an apparent tendency among 
the city officials not to enforce the ordinance 
where the elevator is old and a proper ob- 
servance of the law might require the erec- 
tion of a new elevator,’ said the agent for 
one of the largest buildings in Chicago. 
An elevator which is found unsafe should 
at once be stopped or the proper safety ap- 
pliances attached. The tenants in all the 
buildings in Chicago should examine and 
satisfy themselves that their landlord is ob- 
serving the law and doing all in his power to 
protect their lives.“

SCHOOL WILL OPEN WITH 
A LARGE ATTENDANCE. 


} 


— bie Session on Monday in Former 


Turner Hall at Wells and Florimona 
Streets, Which, Refitted and Fur. 
nished, Provides Comfortable Tem- 
porary Quarters—Has Splendid Gym- 
nasium—Museum Contains Many 
Natural Science Specimens, 


The Chicago Institute will open on next 
Monday morning at 9 o'clock in the new 
quarters at Wells and Florimond streets. 
The building, formerly a turner hall, has 
been refitted and furnished for schoolrooms 
in such manner that the institution will be 
comfortably housed until the permanent 
pbuilding in North Park avenue is finished. 


The offices of the institute are to be moved 


tomorrow from the Marquette Building to a 
third story flat adjoining the turner hall on 
the north. 

President Francis W. Parker will return 
from an Eastern trip today, and the first 
‘faculty meeting will be heid this afternoon. 
Regular school work will begin on Monday 
‘without a formal opening. Several hundred 
students are expected at the first session. 


Valuable Speeimens in Museum. 


The institute, although merely begun as to 
‘equipment, is an interesting place. The mu- 
eum contains aids to scientific study never 
before seen in this country. Dean Wilbur 8. 
Jackson brought thousands of dollars’ worth 
of natural science specimens and models 
from Europe this summer. He secured pre- 
served dissections made by eminent Berlin 
‘and Paris scientists, so that students ere 
able to study under the indirect supervision 
~ men whose services no school could se- 

re. 
In à room in the basement an Epidask 
bas been installed. It is one of — 
markable optical inventions of the day, and 
the instrument is the first brought to this 
country. Its purpose is the same as that of 
the stereopticon, to project pictures upon a 
ecreen, but the action is entirely different. 
Instead of having slides prepared, pictures 
or objects are projected directly. A dish of 
water containing small forms of life is 
placed in the instrument, and the animal- 
cules are seen on the screen as large as fish. 
Their motions and habits can be studied by

' RINCE OUROUS- 
SOFF’S recall has 
been firmly resolved 
upon by President 
Loubet, and by the 
French government, 
and representations 
in this direction are 
being made at St. 
Petersburg, where 
the Czar has been 
given to understand 
that his representa- 
tive on the banks of 
the Seine has ceased 
to be persona grata. 
The fact of the mat- 
ter is the discovery 
has recently been 
made through 
Count Montebello, 
French Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, 
that the failure ot the 
Czar to pay his promised visit to Paris is 
entirely due to the arguments and recom- 
mendations. of Prince Ouroussoff, who in the 
affair has acted altogether in accordance 
with the wishes and views of the Nationalist 
party, that is to say, with the party that 
is most flercely opposed to President Lou- 
bet, and to the present French government. 
By some means or another the French 
Foreign office has obtained possession of 
either a copy, or else of a synopsis of the 
Prince's dispatch. In the latter President 
Loubet is held up to ridicule, the Ministers 


denounced; and the army described to be in 


such a state of disorganization that if the 
Cabinet remains in office much longer it 
would become.absolutely necessary to aban- 
don all idea of common action of Russia 
with France, either in war or in peace. In- 
asmuch as a visit from the Czar could only 
serve to strengthen the hand of the present 
government in France, and to prolong its 
existence, the Prince entreated the Czar to 
abandon it. 

It was in deference to this dispatch on the 
part of the Prince that Nicholas gave up 
all idea of going to Paris, and it was only 
later on, when his attention had been called 
by the Minister of Finance, Count Witte, to 
the fact that the intense disappointment of 
the French government and people was most 
injuriously affecting the financial and 
economic interests of Russia, that, with the 
object of smoothing away as far as pos- 
sible the irritation at Paris; Nicholas, en- 
tirely against the wishes of his Ambassador, 
conferred the Order of St. Andrew upon 
President Loubet, at the same time directing 
Count Witte, who was in Paris just then, to 
take part in the ceremony of investiture, a 
most unusual proceeding. 

The letter sent by the President to the 
Czar acknowledging the honor was exceed- 
ingly appreciative and cordial, and so, too, 
was the attitude of France’s Chief Magis- 
trate toward Count Witte. But his manner 
to Prince Ouroussoff was pointedly cold and 
distant, so much so that the Ambassador’s 
position has become extremely awkward 
and entirely useless as an agent for the pro- 
motion of friendly relations between St. Pe- 
9 and Paris. 


The Prince isa iittle d bit of a man and isa 
nephew of that old Prince Gortschakoff, who 
for so many years was Chancellor of the Rus- 
sian Empire. His mother was a Princess 
Radziwill and his father one of the aids-de- 
camp of Alexander II. The Ouroussoffs are 
of Tartar origin, being formerly chiefs of 
the Nogais tribes. They were converted to 
Christianity as late as in the seventeenth 


| century, and the title of Prince was con- 


ferred upon them in 1801. The Ambassador 
served in Bucharest and at Brussels as Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary, filling in between times 
the position of grand master of the house-. 
hold to old Grand. Duke Michael. His wife 
is the daughter and heiress of old Abbaza, 
the Russian banker, who died as Minister of 
Finance. 

Thanks to her enormous wealth she has 
sufficient influence over her husband to con- 
vert him into a partisan of the foes of the 
government to which he is accredited. 

The result of this' was already shown 
at the time of the grand review at Long 
Champs, held by President Loubet on the 
14th of July last to celebrate the destruction 
of the Bastile; that being the great national 
holiday of the year. The chief of the gen- 
eral staff of the Russian army, as well as 
the Russian Minister of War, was in Paris 
yet both, in deference to the 
Ambassador’s request, pointedly abstained 
from putting in any appearance at the Pres- 
idential invitation. 

Baron Mohrenheim, who preceded the 
Prince as Ambassador to France, was dis- 
missed from his post and relegated into the 
obscurity of private life for allying himscif 
too enthusiastically with that element of the 
aristocracy and of the army which is bent 
on the overthrow of the existing government 
of France. Prince Ouroussoff seems to have 
forgotten this, and I learn that he is shortly 
to be succeeded as Ambassador at Paris by 
either Count Cassini, now Ambassador at 
Washington, or else by that Baron Fred- 
ericks, who was for so many years military 
attaché of the Russian Embassy at Paris. 


The sudden death of Lord Churston’s sec- 
ond son, Giles, brings one step nearer to the 
peerage his younger brother, the Hon. Wal- 
ter Yarde-Buller, whose American wife, 
daughter of General R. W. Kirkham of Cal- 
ifornia, has obtained a judicial separation 
from him on the ground of cruelty, and who, 
after a number of sensational adventures on 
both sides of the Atlantic, is now in this 
country. 

Cardinal Gruscha, the Prince Archbishop 
‘of Vienna, and the most influential of all 
the prelates of the state church in the 
‘Austro-Hungarian Empire, who likewise 
holds the office of Captain General of the 
army, which he filled at the time of His ap- 
pointment to the Metropolitan See of Vienna, 
has just written and published a remarka- 
bie letter to the Spanish royal Prince Don 
Alfonso, expressing his gratitude and ap- 
preciation of the recent sensational pro- 
nouncement against dueling as contrary to 
the laws of the church and of the land.

Thirty-first Annual Session of Under- 
writers’ Association of the North- 
west Opens—Fifty New Members Eu-

The Fire Underwriters’ Association of the 
Nor®hwest, composed of managers and field 
men, opened its thirty-first annual meeting 
in the banquet-room of the Auditorium 
Hotel yesterday morning. The session was 
principally of a social nature, but papers 
were read on insurance topics, and discus- 
sions followed. The opportunity for com- 
pany officials to meet their eld men was 
taken advantage of, and in the evening the 
visiting members were given a number of 
banquets, and entertained as the guests of 
the different companies that they represent, 
Fifty new members were enrolled, making 
a total of 502, and Treasurer Joseph A. Kel- 
sey reported a balance of $8,144, showing the 
organization to be in a flourishing financial 
condition. -This afternoon the election of 
officers will be held. The two leading can- 
didates for President are Howard De Mott, 
Assistant Manager of the North British and 
Mercantile, and P. D. McGregor, Western 
Manager of the Queen. | 

The association, which many was 
formed as an executive and tariff rating so- 
ciety, is now an underwriters’ forum without 
authority or jurisdiction on ratings. Its 
social features are now its most prominent 
objects. Before the National Association of 
Local Fire Agents was organized four years 
ago the fleld men were the most direct means 
of communication with the local agents of 
the district they covered.

WIDOW HINTS AT DISHONESTY. 


Further Expose Promised in Traders“ 
Company Collapse—Officer Says Big 
Fire Losses Caused Wreck. 


New York, Sept. 26.—{ Special. }—Mrs. Da- 
vid Allison, the widew of the collapsed Trad- 
ers’ Fire Insurance company’s cashier, who 
died on Saturday, brought to his death, his 
friends declare, by the worry over the com- 
pany’s affairs, said tonight: 

** Whenever the man mentioned by my h 
band when he was dying as being responsi- 
dle for the falsifying of the books and for 
the shortage in the accounts makes an accu- 
sation against him I will ge to the police or 
to any other officials who will listen to my 
story and tell all I know.“ 

Mrs. Allison is alleged to know the man 
who falsified the accounts of the company. 
She asserted her husband’s innocence and 
said the name of the man she refers to was 
revealed to her by her husband while the 
latter lay dying in Roosevelt Hospital. 

Directors of the company declared they 
knew nothing about it beyond the fact that 
they had been induced to subscribe stock 
by C. W. McMurran. | 

McMurran yesterday in a statement con- 
cerning the affairs of the company said it 
had been wrecked by “terrible, unusual, 
and extraordinary losses by fire. He gave 
the history of the organization and denied 
there was any dishonesty in its methods or 
management. 

The aggregate wealth of the Board of Di- 
rectors is estimated to be no less than 8300, 
000,000. Half of the board are millionaires. 
These directors disclaim all knowledge of 
the company’s affairs. 

Papers containing a full report of the find- 
ings of the special State examiners, who in- 
vestigated the affairs of the company, were 
filed today with Acting District Attorney 
James W. Osborne. Mr, Osborne immedi- 
ately announced that every witness who 
could possibly be reached would be exam- 
ined and that the District Attorney’s office 
would do its full * in the . 


The collapse of the Traders’ Fire ben 
company of New York, the deathbed confes- 
sion of Cashier David Allison on the falsifica- 
tion of the accounts, the prominence of the 
directors, and the allegations of juggling 
with the New York State Insurance depart- 
ment under a former Superintendent, as told 
in the dispatches in THE TRIBUNE yester- 
day morning, caused something of a sensa- 
tion in local insurance circles.
